Washington. May 2.—Before 
the 


senate committee on Philippines, Gen- 
eral MacArthur described the assist- 
ance rendered by the Filtpluos to tie 
Ua.lted States array when it fsrst land- 
ed at Manilla, aad said that on ac- 
count of their diverting the fire of the 
Spaniards the resistance to the Unit- 
ed States forces was somewhat les- 
sened. MacArthur said he had a con- 
versation with Aguinaldo, who told 
him that he had been misinformed aa 
to the character of the American peo- 
ple and the purposes of the American 
government. Aguinaldo also told him 
it would be impossible, at this stage 
of their evolution, for his own people 
to establish a stable. Independent gov- 
ernment 
The statement was volun- 


tary, he said. The committee decided 
to request the secretary of war to 
have Major Gaxd-ener come oa from 
the Philippines, in advance of his regi- 
ment, which is due to arrive in June.

The Archer bill to provide for a now 


method of assisting the state levy for 
the general property tax was passed

tion. It provides for local option in 
taxation.
